In conformity to the Constitution 
of the American Federation of Musi- 
Cians, and as determined by the Twen- 
» ty-Second Annual Convention, held in 
New Haven, Conn., May 14, 1917, all 
the Locals constituting the American 
‘Federation of Musicians are hereby 
Notified that the Twenty-Third Annu- 
al Convention of the American Fede- 
fation of Musicians will meet in Chi- 
tago, Ill, Monday, May 13, 1918. 

Delegates to be chosen in accord- 
ance with the provisions contained in 
‘Article V, and Sections 1 and 2 of 
Article VI, Constitution, as follows: 


eri ARTICLE V. 

SAM Locals of this Federation of one hun- 

(Se Members or less shall be entitled to one 
ate for each one hundred members, or a 

” fraction thereof, not exceeding three 

eegates from any one Local. 


ARTICLE VI. 
Delegates—How Elected. 

Section 1. Delegates to the Convention 
shall be elected by the Locals, either at an- 
nval, special or regular meetings. If elected 
at annual meetings, the usual notice to mem- 
bers in vogue for such meetings shall be suf- 
ficient. If elected at regular or special meet- 
ings which can not be done earlier than 100 
deys preceding the Convention, every member 
of the Local must be duly notified of such 
meeting. 

Elections held in violation of this law are 
null and void. 

No member shall be permitted to represent 
mere than one Local, nor shall any member 
be permitted to act as delegate for a Local 
unless he is a full member in good standing 
in said Local. 

In the event of protest being filed against 
the seating of delegates, such protest must be 
accompanied by a certified copy of the min- 
utes of the meeting at which the election of 
the delegates took place, under seal, which 
shall be furnished by the local Secretary. All 
other documentary evidence must be duly 
sworn to, before a Notary Public. The con- 
testant must notify the accredited delegates at 
Jeast forty-eight hours before the opening of 
the convention of his intention to contest. 
And either party ay submit his evidence in 
person or by proxy. 

The hotel accornmodations of the delegates 
and a per diem of $2.25 per day, or fraction 
thereof, commencing not more than twenty- 


four hours prior to the opening of the conven- 
tion and ending not later than twelve hours 
after adjournment, and those of the Execu- 
tive Board of the A. F. of M., for such time 
as it may be in session, and of such members 
as it may summon to appear before it, shall 
be paid from the funds of the Federation. 

Sec. 2. Alternates may be elected for those 
delegates who may be unable to attend the 
sessions. It shall be the duty of local Sec- 
retaries to notify the Secretary of the Fed- 
eration of the names of the delegates and their 
alternates immediately after such election.

CORRECTION. 








The December issue of The International 
Musician contained an article purporting to be 
a correction of a statement that appeared in 
the October number, wherein, by inuendo, it 
was stated that a circular letter drafted by a 
committee of Local No. 3 and written by the 
undersigned and mailed to every local trade 
union within the city, had little effect in the 
abolition of the police band. The “correction” 
in question does not come out in the open 
and say the circular did not accomplish the 
end desired, yet in reading between the lines 
one can readily detect the veiled effort to dis- 
credit the good that was attained. The “cor- 
rection” being anonymous it is impossible for 
me to say whether the misstatements con- 
tained therein were the result of a lack of 
knowledge on the part of the author as to the 
true status of the police band. But if such is 
the case, he shows a woeful lack of judgment 
in writing on a subject with which he is not 
familiar and verifies the old proverb “that 
fools rush in where angels fear to tread.” 
But if he is in possession of the facts, and his 
statements were made to deceive he demon- 
strates that he is a past master in the art of 
making terminological inexactitudes, and if his 
genealogy were traced it would, no doubt, be 
found that he is a lineal descendant of Ana- 
nias and Sapphira. 

Here is a brief history of General Ordinance 
No. 97, known as the police salary bill: In- 
troduced in the City Council by Councilman 
Potter Oct. 15, 1917, and passed first reading; 
passed on second and third reading Nov. 19; 
vetoed by the mayor on Dec. 1; passed over 


the mayor's veto Dec. 3. When the ordinance 
came up for second reading, Councilman Ed- 
ward Berry, a member of Typographical 
Union, introduced a “rider,” or amendment, 
which confined the activities of the police to 
actual police duties, thereby prohibiting the 
police from rendering service as musicians. 
(Under this ordinance tlre police will receive 
salary for performing police duty or when 
sick or on vacation.) It was no surprise to 
the members of the Council when, on Dec. 
3, the mayor sent in a message vetoing the 
ordinance as it was known by those who were 
familiar witih the financial condition of the 
city that the mayor would take such action, 
not because of the Berry amendment, but be 
cause there will be a deficit in the revenue of 
the city caused by the prohibition law, which 
becomes effective April 1, Notwithstanding 
this fact the Council by a unanimous vote of 
eight—Mr. Berry being absent—passed the 
ordinance over the mayor’s veto. 


The author of the “correction” states that 
the police band thas played several engage- 
ments since the enactment of the ordinance. 
This is true. But here again he shows his ig- 
norance of the subject of which he writes, The 
fact of the matter is the ordinance did not be- 
come operative until Jan. 1, 1918, and there- 
fore the band was at liberty to render service 
without hindrance so far as the law was con- 
cerned. Laws will not enforce themselves, 
and if an attempt is made to resurrect the 
police band it will be up to Local No. 3 to see 
to it that the intent of the ordinance is ob- 
served. The Mayor, the Superintendent of 
Police and the Board of Safety will be re- 
sponsible fcr its enforcement, and if they 
fail, then recourse must be had through an 
injunction, 

Mr. Berry and the undersigned had several 
interviews prior to the introduction of his 
amendment concerning the line of action to 
be taken. At one time he suggested an agree- 
ment between the police department and Lo- 
cal No. 3, but he was informed that the police 
department had violated an agreement pre- 
viously made, and that the local would not 
consent to any arrangement that did not have 
the effect of abolishing the band entirely. He 
then outlined to me the amendment which he 
afterwards introduced and became a part of 
the ordinance. And this amendment was the 
result of the above-mentioned circular letter 
which the author of the “correction” attempts 
to discredit. 


He says the recently elected mayor (Jew- 
ett) is a fair-minded man. To apply the term 
of being fair-minded to an individual is raather 
indefinite, it depends entirely on the point of 
view. In the estimation of the open shop ad- 
vocates Mr. Jewett, no doubt is a fair-minded 
man, as he received their undivided support 
during the recent campaign, but as to his 
fair-mindedness as applied to the trade unions 
only the future can unfold, and as Rudyard 
Kipling says “that is another story.”

JOHN WALKER ON PACIFISTS. 








John Walker, President Illinois State Fed- 
eration of Labor, in a recent speech, said: 

Denouncing pacifists as enemies to their 
government in its hour of stress, Walker de- 
clared that although he is a Socialist, not a 
member of the party, however, he is in favor 
of war to a finish, He predicated his war be- 
liefs on the principle that the workers of this 
country, in comparison wiith the workers of 
Germany, enjoy at least civic democracy if 
not industriial democracy, and that while the 
workers of any country necessarily lose by 
any war the present war is one which will de- 
termine by its outcome whether the workers 
of not only the allies but of Geramny itself 
shall retain the semblance of democracy they 
now enjoy or shall be crushed under Prussian 
militarism. He told of his experience as a 
delegate to the World Mining Congress in 
Amsterdam in 1912 when the German union- 
ists threatened to leave the convention if a 
resolution was introduced calling for a vote to 
be taken by organized labor in all countries 
on the general strike against -war for con- 
quest. The German delegates declared at that 
time, said Walker, that if they even sat in a 
convention where such a resolution was dis- 
cussed they would be accused of treason by 
the imperial German .government. Adolph 
Germer, now national.secretary of the Social- 
ist party, and a co-delegate of Walker’s at 
that convention, told Walker that he could 
not deliver a speech to unionists in his home 
town in Prussia without submitting it to gov- 
ernment censors beforehand. 

Walker declared that the American Federa- 
tion of Labor’s resolution calling for univer- 
sal disarmament, adopted aat the Seattle con- 
vention, when sent to the German labor move- 
ment for endorsement, was answered by Carl 
Legien, then secretary of the International 
Trades Union Federation, saying that he dare 
not submit such a proposition to a vote under 
penalty of being called a traitor by the Ger- 
man government. These and similar instances 
which he citetd were, he said, some of the 
many reasons why he believed in giving to the 
United States government full support in all 
war purposes and an undivided loyalty from 
the labor movement of this country. In clos- 
ing he declared, “While I am a pacifist I do 
not want all of the decent people in the 
world to disarm as long as the German war 
beast has a big club and a gun.”

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MORE LIGHT ON TULSA. 


In the January issue of the International 
Musician the controversy between the Tulsa 
Trades Council, or rather between iits politi- 
cian justice of the peace secretary, one G. E. 
Warren, and our Local No. 94, Tulsa, Okla., 
was published in the shape of interchanged 
correspondence up to date. Some interesting 
correspondence has been added to date. Mr. 
S. E. Warren acknowledges that the allega- 
tions made by Local No. 94, A. F: of M, are 
correct, but he takes exceptions to the nasty 
way Owen Miller protests against Union men 
being organized to Act unfair to musicians. 


Warren’s First Effusion to Morrison. 
Tulsa, Okla., Dec. 31, 1917. 
Mr. Frank Morrison, A. F. of L., Washington, D. CG. 

Dear Sir and Brother: Your letter of recent date in 
regard to grievance of A. F, of M. 94 received. In re- 
ply desire to state that the Tulsa Trades Council had 
nothing to do with the organization of the Craft Band 
as the members of the Local Musicians Union knows and 
not a single delegate to the Trades Council is a mem- 
ber of the band. The troube was between the Labor 
Day Committee and the Musicians and the Council sent 
their delegates to that body just the same as any other 
craft, many of whom were not affiliated witih the Coun- 
cil. The Musicians have not had a single delegate at the 
Council for more than ten minutes at a time since long 
before Labor Day. The only music used on Labor Day 
was: furnished by the Musicians Union; 18 members 
played a two-hour concert and received $99 for their 
services. 

Mr. Owen Miller, their Secretary, wrotte the Council 
a nasty letter full of unfounded accusations. The Musi- 
cians were in arrears in dues and were subject to sus- 
pension but the Council did not suspend them, knowing 
they would like to have thata for an excuse. I am au- 
thorized by the Council to deny everything they have 
charged the Council and invite you to make an investi- 
gation, as we think we are entitled to it. The Craft 
Band is made up of members of the various crafts in 
the city who paly for their own amusement and in addi- 
tion have a kind of club room for their members. They 
have never played an engagement for money or anything 
of value but have on several occasionsgiven their service 
to crafts holding banquets. -If there is any other infor- 
mation you desire will be glad to furnish it.

Received another unreason-

tigate the delegates’ to the Council. They had no more 
to do with the organization of the Craft Band than you 
did, but the local Musicians insist that we did; they 
know better. The band was organized by a member ot 
the Painters Unioin by the name of Belmont, and sev- 
eral others. They have no delegates attending the 
Council and have never had. hey gave a concert at 
the Council one night at a smoker but were not paid 
anything and did not offer to charge. I think every mem- 
ber of the band carries a card in some of the crafts and 
several of them carry A. F. of M. cards, so I am in- 
formed. Owen Miller continues to write letters and will 
not investigate. He misinterprets our letters and I 
am of the opinion that he does it purposely. The Mu- 
sicians have been sore ever since the Council appointed 
a committee to investigate and find out why they were 
laying down in the strike and letting the Stage Hands 
carry the burden. If we have done anything wrong we 
want to know it, but the delegates will not stand for 
Owen Miller to reprimand them.

Dear Sir and Brother: Your communication of Jan- 
uary 2 received, also your letter of December 31 in re- 
gard to the controversy affecting the Musicians. I de- 
sire to state that we could not arrange to send an or- 
ganizer to Tulsa to investigate the matter. The ques- 
tion, however, is one that affects the interest of the 
Musicians as a craft and they are entitled to the same 
consideration and recognition as any other craft or call- 
ing No other trade would permit any separate body of 
men to do their work under any conditions except in con- 
formity with the rules and regulations of the organiza- 
tion that has jurisdiction over the trade. While music 
is furnished for recreation and enjoyment, yet it is work 
to those who furnish it and upon which a great majority 
of them depend for a livelihood, and you can realize 
that an injustice would be done if a movement such as 
has been recognized in Tulsa would be countenanced. 
The action of the members of the other unions who have 
formed the Craft Band is contrary to the spirit.of the 
labor movement and should not be tolerated by the Cen- 
tral Body or the trade unions. The ‘same consideration 
should be extended to the Musicians organization of 
Tulsa by the trade unions as they demand and expect 
for their contenticns as far as the interests of their own 
particular trades and callings are concerned.

At the annual New England conference of 
the locals of the A. F. of M. in that part of 
the country held in Springfield, Mass., a local 
paper commented as follows: 

Musicians have been hit hard by the war, 
especially by the fuel conservation orders of 
the national and New England fuel adminis- 
trators. This is the word which musicians 
from all parts of New England brought to the 
annual conference of the New England feder- 
ation of musicians in this city yesterday. Men 
engaged in musical work in restaurants and 
hotels have been hit hardest and there is a 
possibility that the closing of theaters on fuel- 
less Mondays may mean a considerable loss. 

The conference opened in the Musicians’ 
Union headquarters on Washington street 
yesterday afternoon, following a dinner at the 
Highland hotel, and continued till late in the 
afternoon, Representatives from 48 different 
Unions in New England were present. The 
whole session was taken up in a discussion of 
conditions created by the war, and plans were 
considered for adjusting the business to meet 
any new conditions that might arise. The 
delegates recognized that the abnormal times 
were responsible for the conditions which 
they are now facing, and agreed that nothing 
could be done to avert them. We have sim- 
ply got to grin and bear it,” officials stated. 

Thomas F. Gamble, of. New York, repre- 
sented Josepeh Weber, international president 
of the American Federation of Musicians, and 
addressed the meeting. The local central la- 
bor union was represented by Secretary W. 
Lewis Collins. Brockton was chosen as the 
next convention ciity. 

A similar situation prevails throughout the 
country affected by a fuel shortage. Execu- 
tive Officer A. C. Hayden, of Washington, D. 
C., in writing on the situation in the capital 
of the nation has this to say: 

“I have been busy on the fuel question for 
some time trying to get a square deal for the 
amusement industry, and today we have the 
order, or assurance of same, and we will not, 
or should not be any harder hit than any oth- 
er industry, 

The New England order of Storrow, chair- 
man of the commission there, closing all 
places at 10 p. m., has been eliminated by the 
national order, and all industries this side of 
the Mississippi are put upon the same basis. 

I have just come down from the American 
Federation of Labor headquarters, and they 
are closing up to remain so until Wednesday 
of next week, and then to close on all subse- 
quent Mondays until March 25 

There is a howl going up all over the east- 
ern part of the country over this order from 
all sources Of business, and our people will 
holler as loud as any of them, but I will tell 
you that none of our people are as hard hit as 
those here. We have not only been hit just 
now but we have been hit since the beginning 
of the war. We have not got a hall left for 
any entertainment purpose. The government 
has taken over every single one of them for 
office purposes, and thrown our members on 
the street. We had our men, as we thought 
nicely taken care of for the winter. Contracts 
signed, ratified and the men on the job, when 
along comes the government and takes over 
all the halls,, and out goes our men, and into 
nothing goeos our dreams of security for the 
entire season. But we are not howling near 
as loud as some who have not been as badly 
hurt as we. We realize that sacrifice has to 
be made, and we are ready to shoulder our 


part of the burden in this world crisis, All 
we ask is a square deal. 

This is the first you have heard of the situ- 
ation in Washington, I guess, and you do not 
hear this as an outcry against the order of 
things, but, in a sense, to put to ridicule some 
of the hysterical outbursts which, no doubt, 
every mail brings to you. I receive some of 
them myself, and in answering them I shoot 
about the same line as this 

In closing up the offices of the American 
Federation of Labor Building this evening 
there seemed to be a splendid spirit exhibited 
on the part of every one from Frank Morrison 
down (I did not see Gompers) seeming to 
show that they acceptetd it as a duty they 
owed to their country, and I thought then and 
there that it would be well for more of our 
people to have seen it. We must fight for a 
square deal, but ask nothing more.” 

These are noble sentiments, highly to be 
commended as an example for the rest of us. 


Mr. Bernard Rubin, a member of Local No. 
310, of New York City, has been awarded the 
Carnegie medal by the Carnegie Hero Fund 
Commission of Pittsburg, Pa., for reasons set 
forth in appended clipping from a New York 
paper: 

“Bernard Rubin, a piano teacher, of 117 W. 
116th St., has just received a letter from the 
Carnegie Hero Fund Commission at Pitts- 
burg, Pa., and signed by its manager, F. M. 
Wilmot, notifying him that he~ has been 
awarded a bronze medal for an act of bravery 
he performed during the summer of 1916 at 
Belmar, N. J. 

Rubin was sojourning at Belmar during the 
month of .August, and on the 19th of that 
month he took a dip in the surf, Among the 
bathers was Miss Sadie J. Weiser, now Mrs. 
Sadie J. Jacobs, of W. 118th St. The young 
woman went out a little too far and was being 
swept to sea, when Rubin, attracted by the 
cries of the crowd on the beach, swam to her 
rescue, 

Being a strong swimmer and athletically 
built, Rubin had plenty of strength left when 
he reached the side of Mrs. Jacobs and grasp- 
ed her hair as she was going down for the 
last time. He kept her afloat until the arrival 
of life guards in a boat and rescuer and res- 
cued were taken ashore. 

Mrs. Jacobs was removed to her suite at 
the Atlantic Hotel, where she gradually re- 
covered from her exciting exeprience. The 
manager of the hostelry, Hyman Strunsky, 
and Mrs. Jacobs notified the Hero Fund Com- 
mission of Rubin’s act, and after it had made 
a thorough investigation of the facts the mem- 
bers announced at a recent meeting that in 
recognition of the Harlemite’s bravery it 
would present him with a medal. 

Rubin is also credited with bringing safely to 
shore three young men who had been seized 
with cramps while out beyond the breakers. 
Two of the latter rescues were made on the 
same day that Mrs, Jacobs was saved from 
the sea, while the other one occurred early in 
September of that year.”

Washington’s Great Trombonist
